From This Angle 


PERATION FLU BUG created 

complication and turmoil and 
caused perhaps as much anxiety 
per square inch on Juniata’s res- 
ervation as anything since the 
historic smallpox epidemic of 
1878 when three students lived 
in that abandoned house at the 
Old Forge. 


Whether it was Anglo, Asian 
or plain old American flu is of 
little concern now. There was a 
serious outbreak of influenza on 
Juniata’s campus from October 6 
to 19. 


Actually, the College attempted 
to maintain “‘as normal a schedule 
as possible” during the emergency 
situation. However, group activi- 
ties were curtailed and student 
participation in off-campus ac- 
tivity was discouraged. 


The first students were con- 
fined to the infirmary on Friday, 
Oct. 4— only four at that time. 
But through the next two weeks 
and until October 21, the facili- 
ties of East Dorm were to see as 
many as 63 at one time in beds 
set up in the new dining hall and 
activities room on the ground 
floor of the new residence. 


Nurses Barbara Over and San- 
dy Wilson coped with the emer- 
gency until they were physically 
exhausted. Then, additional nurs- 
es were obtained .. . students 
“pitched in” to help .. . and 
tremendous service was provided 
by Dean Barbara Bechtell, Dean 
Paul Heberling, Mrs. Mary Horos- 
chak, Bill Germann, and the col- 
lege physicians, Dr. William B. 
Patterson and Dr. William B. 
West. 
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It created an institutional man- 
agement problem of unusual mag- 
nitude. Miss Frances Mathias 
directed the service of food which 
had to be transported daily from 
the main kitchen in Oneida Hall 

. . Paul Friend had to provide 
crews to set up additional beds 
and mattresses . Mrs. Ger- 
trude Shuck helped to get fresh 
linens to the emergency wards 
daily. 

Many, many others contributed 
to ease the college problem during 
the epidemic. But, as Dean Bech- 
tell, pointed out, “the students 
deserve a big bouquet for the 
proper manner in which they con- 
ducted themselves” throughout 
the ordeal. 


NE HISTORICAL OMISSION 

resulted from the flu bug. 
Mountain Day, originally sched- 
uled for October 9, then post- 
poned until October 16, was can- 
celled this year for the first time 
in the college’s history, according 
to the memory of old-timers. 


Activities of Homecoming Day, 
set for October 19, were post- 
poned two weeks and were re- 
scheduled in combination with 
Parents Day on Saturday, Nov. 2. 


Two football games were can- 
celled by Juniata’s opponents, 
Moravian and Lycoming, on suc- 
cessive weekends. However, Kutz- 
town State Teachers College had 
an open date and agreed to re- 
place Lycoming on October 19. 
Juniata won 46-0. 

The student directors of the 
Juniata World Service Fund cam- 
paign also postponed their drive 
which had been scheduled for the 
week of October 138. 
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yous FOR THE QUEEN at 
Homecoming and her two at- 
tendants took place as scheduled 
in mid-October, but the ballots 
were put under lock and key and 
the winners were not to be an- 
nounced until the Parents Day 
issue of The Juniatian, sponsors 
of the queen competition. 

Just to show that the flu emer- 
gency was not all serious, some- 
one suggested that a Miss Asian 
Flu be elected to be crowned dur- 
ing the half-time activities of 
Saturday’s big pinochle game. 
The queen would be presented 
with a gold-plated thermometer 
and would reign from her in- 
firmary bed bedecked with col- 
ored baywipes. 


AST HALL’S INFIRMARY 
and its dining hall and activi- 
tiles room received a completely 
unexpected “dedication” with the 
assault by the Flu Bug. 
Actually, the new infirmary is 
housed in the main floor wing and 
is able to handle about eight. It 
was fully equipped and ready. 
But a fortunate delay in the 
arrival of equipment for the 
kitchen and dining hall prevented 
the opening of those facilities on 
ground floor. Hence, the dining 
room was quickly transformed 
into an infirmary —in fact, pri- 
marily a ward for men students. 
The activities room, which was 
ready for use, also was arranged 
with beds for coeds who were ill.

156 Enrolled 


RECORD HIGH of 756 stu- 
dents enrolled for the fall 
term at the College. 

The total surpasses 1956’s pre- 
vious high of 727 reported by the 
registrar at the corresponding 
time last year. 

New records also have been 
established in number of resident 
students and in number of women. 
Included in the total are 635 stu- 
dents in resident — 31 more than 
last year’s high. This year’s total 
of 309 women tops the 1955 high 
of 268. 

The opening of East Hall, new 
dormitory for women, permitted 
the college to increase its total 
number of women. East Hall ac- 
commodates 118 women, including 
two nurses; the remaining 147 
are distributed in dormitories lo- 
cated in Founders, Brumbaugh 
and Oneida Halls. 

In spite of the increase in num- 
ber of women, men continue to 
dominate the total 447 to 309. 

The breakdown figures show: 
Men — 370 resident, 68 non-resi- 
dent, 9 unclassified or special for 
a total of 447; Women— 265 
resident, 27 non-resident, 17 un- 
classified or special for a total of 
309. Grand total: 756. 


Guidance Service 


GUIDANCE SERVICE at the 

College for vocational, per- 
sonal and pre-marital guidance 
has been “formalized” to supple- 
ment the present consulting work 
that had been done among the 
students. 

The service is being provided 
by a four-member staff under the 
direction of Dr. William O. Ham- 
bacher, assistant professor of psy- 
chology. Other members are: 
Miss Barbara Bechtell, dean of 
women; Mr. Paul M. Heberling, 
dean of men; and Dr. T. F. Henry, 
professor of sociology. 
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LOOKING FOR JC? There’s a new 
identification sign now hanging on front 


campus that is a neat addition. The 
panel is made of California redwood and 
the letters were made of Idaho white 
pine covered with a layer of gold leaf. 


Each of the members is avail- 
able one afternoon per week in 
the conference room of the Dean 
of Men’s office. In addition, one 
afternoon is designated as a con- 
ference day when the members 
of the guidance service meet to 
discuss student problems “upon 
which they desire the advice and 
help of the other members of the 
service.” 

The service does not deal with 
purely academic matters, but per- 
sonal problems are considered. 
Fees are limited to the cost of 
materials used in the guidance 
procedure. Generally, fees are 
charged only for vocational gui- 
dance because it is in this area 
that tests and other materials 
are required. 

Dr. Hambacher stressed that 
the “formalized guidance service 
does in no way interfere with 
guidance at present being done 
by the respective deans or faculty 
members.” The primary aim of 
the service is “to supplement gui- 
dance already existing at Juni- 
ata.”

Library Marks 50th 


| aalivaed years ago this year 
marked the completion of the 
Carnegie Library at the College. 

As Miss Lillian M. Evans, li- 
brarian emeritus, recalled the 
moving from Room C in Students 
Hall to the new building, she ex- 
plained that the 28,000 volumes 
at that time “looked almost lost 
and there was much empty space 
on the many shelves.” 

Now the building is so crowded, 
according to members of the pres- 
ent library staff, that branch 
libraries have been established in 
the I. Harvey Brumbaugh House 
and in Science Hall. In addition, 
government documents and little- 
used magazines were moved to 
storage in the college’s mainte- 
nance building some time ago. 

Special recognition of the 50th 
year of the library was made at 
the anniversary tea of the Friends 
of the Library June 1. Paul M. 
Bechtel ’32, associate professor of 
English at Wheaton College, IIli- 
nois, spoke at the tea on “The 
Free Man and His Books.” 

Miss Anna Kathryn Winger ’53, 
assistant librarian, pointed out 
that as new books are added “we 
find it hard to place them on the

Looking back into history, Miss 
Winger discovered that the Juni- 
ata Echo for May, 1907, described 
the library as “one of the most 
beautiful edifices of which Hunt- 
ingdon or the entire Juniata Val- 
ley can boast.” 

This issue also gives the history 
of the library, the description of 
the new building, and an account 
of the dedication service on 
Founders Day, April 17, 1907.

The library was built with the 
future in mind and with room for 
expansion. During the interven- 
ing years, the Pennsylvania Room 
was added in 1929 and the stack 
area has been doubled. Every 
available shelf is filled with books, 
magazines and government docu- 
ments. There are four reading 
rooms for students. 

Miss Sarah Bogle was librarian 
when the library was dedicated. 
Other librarians who have served 
during the 50 years are: Miss 
Klla Sheeley (Mrs. W. C. Wertz) 
1908-09, 1911-18; Mrs. Mary 
(Hershberger) Miller, 1909-11: 
Miss Lillian M. Evans, 1918-44, 
1946-52; and Mrs. Hettinger who 
served in Miss Evans’ absence 
during the war and became libra- 
rian on her retirement in 1952.

EDITOR’S NOTE: What’s the student 
viewpoint of campus happenings, you 
ask.

| > keeping with a national trend 
for college student govern- 
ments to take greater interest in 
academic matters, Juniata’s 
Leadership Conference earlier 
this fall recommended that a thir- 
teenth position be added to the 
student Senate—a chairmanship 
of educational activities. 
According to Senate President 
Del McQuaide “any student gov- 
ernment must concern itself with 
the very core of college life, that 


is, study, to justify its own exis- 


tence.” With this motivation, 
campus leaders are pushing to 
give student interest in academic 
matters the position it deserves. 


Included in the jurisdiction of 
the chairman of educational ac- 
tivities would be a program 
whereby freshmen would receive 
help with their studies, a used 
book store, comprehensive exam- 
ination study groups for seniors 
and an evaluation program of the 
college curriculum. While all of 
these services already exist nom- 
inally at Juniata, their value 
could be increased if they were 
placed under the coordination of 
a chairman of educational activi- 
ties, campus leaders feel. 

Another indication of Juniata 
students’ interest in the academic 
side of college life is seen in their 
Leadership Conference resolu- 
tions concerning the admissions 
policy. They recommended that 
the college continue to raise the 
standards for admission as the

number of applicants increases 
and that college entrance board 
examinations and the personal in- 
terview with applicants be regu- 
larly employed.

Look for a movement toward 
ultimate adoption of an honor 
system during the coming months 
at Juniata. It appears that an 
honor system is definitely in the 
college’s future, so the question is 
how long will it take to get the 
campus ready for it. 

The campus judiciary was the 
first major step toward such a 
system. Currently the Senate is 


Gift From Esso 


HE COLLEGE has received an 

unrestricted gift of $2,000 
from the Esso Education Founda- 
tion which announced 345 finan- 
cial grants totaling $1,322,760 to 
educational institutions in mid- 
October. 

Unrestricted grants for under- 
graduate education went this year 
to 282 colleges and universities, 
including 84 schools which have 
not previously received grants. 
Juniata was one of these. 

In selecting the institutions and 
designating the amount, the 
Foundation’s administrative com- 
mittee was counseled by a board 
of experienced educators. The ad- 
ministrative committee 1S com- 
posed of executives of the seven 
Jersey companies participating in 
the Foundation. 

The Foundation was established 
in 1955 by Standard Oil Company 
(New Jersey) and a group of 
domestic affiliates to assist pri- 
vately supported colleges and uni- 
versities in the United States.

arranging what can be termed the 
second step —a student-proctor- 
ing service during examinations.

mee DEATH of Fayette Avery McKenzie on Sunday, September 1, 

1957, was more than the passing of another professor emeritus. 
The well-known sociologist, former president of Fisk University, and 
authority on adult education was a distinguished citizen of the 


community. 


Dr. McKenzie died in the J. C. Blair Memorial Hospital, Hunting- 
don, at the age of 85 after being in failing health since April. Funeral 
Services were conducted by the Rev. J. Raymond Powell, pastor of 
the Presbyterian Church; President Calvert N. Ellis and Dean Morley 


Mays of Juniata College. 


A tribute to Dr. McKenzie — “a teacher by profession” — was 
given by Dean Mays at the services and is reprinted below. 


I welcome the oppportunity to speak 
a few words of appreciation for the life 
that has now gone from us. I was an 
admirer of Dr. McKenzie, and what I 
shall say comes from a deep and con- 
tinuing admiration for him. Moreover, 
I speak for hundreds of his former stu- 
dents and former colleagues all over the 
United States. In review each of us 
might see a different quality as pre- 
eminent in his life, for he was a man 
of many superior qualities, a man of 
many interests and many facets. But 
I have some confidence that in some re- 
spects we would all agree. 

In these last few moments together 
I should like to try to capture in affec- 
tionate memory a few of the dimensions 
of his character. This I can do, not in 
some objective, distant manner, as a 
kind of factual report, but as a witness 
to the human enrichment which I have 
experienced as a result of my relation- 
ship with him. Words of testimony 
come easier when what we say drives 
outward from essential and dynamic re- 
sponse to a powerful personality like 
his. Our feelings and our réflections 
simply cannot remain unspoken. 


A Teacher Above All 


Dr. McKenzie was by profession a 
teacher. I think he would prefer to be 
remembered as a teacher beyond all his 
other notable achievements. As a teach- 
er he possessed some rare gifts, gifts 
which only a few in every professional 
generation can claim. In particular, 
Dr. McKenzie had a way of inspiring 
his students to undertake their careers 
with an uncommon sense of dedication. 
Winsomely and persuasively he first 
laid before them the opportunities in 
the field of social service. Then when 
they were won and their careers were 
charted, they undertook their responsi- 
bilities with a singleness of purpose and 
a wholeheartedness that left the observ- 
er breathless with admiration. 

How he ‘did it is impossible to an- 
alyze. But this is precisely the mark 
of greatness. True greatness is sim- 
ple and direct. It defies logical analysis, 
and all we can say is that it is a gift 
providentially granted. Perhaps we can 
venture to think that Dr. McKenzie’s 
students gave themselves to their tasks 
because they saw him as one who had 


given himself to his tasks. Certainly, 
he gave his students the “vision of 
greatness” which Whitehead has said is 
the purpose of education. 


Testimonials From Students 


These statements are fully endorsed 
by the testimonals of his former stu- 
dents and colleagues. On his 85th 
birthday, which he observed with his 
family a few weeks ago, letters and 
greetings came from all parts of the 
United States. Men and women who 
had been thrust ahead under his im- 
petus wrote at length and with deep 
feeling in praise and gratitude. One 
of his former colleagues wrote about 
“the poor sticks you managed to salv- 
age when other professors had given 
them up as failures.” 


A second quality to which I would 
point was his breadth of understand- 
ing and appreciation. Few areas of 
life and culture fell outside the range 
of his attention. He was a sociologist, 
but he knew art and literature. He 
was a professor, but he was active in 
the community of his residence. He 
worked largely with young people, but 
he was a leader in the adult education 
movement. He was thoroughly schooled 
in social work, but he was actively in- 
terested in political affairs. He was a 
dedicated American, but he promoted 
internationalism and the world view. 


Power of Penetration 


In each of these areas he had be- 
come well informed and had responsible 
insights. His judgment in them was 
balanced and reliable. Often I went to 
him to solicit his opinion about some 
current issue or some new development. 
Sometimes his answer was startling 
and unpredictable, but never once did 
he fail to support his opinion so well 
that his point of view became entirely 
plausible. His conversation was fresh 
and refreshing, his command of the 
facts impressive, his power of penetra- 
tion clean and deep. 

Finally I mention the simplicity and 
directness of his character. He hated 
sham, cant, pomposity, pretense. He 
was a man of intense conviction, and he 
expected others to have convictions 
based on fact and principle. No matter

that the position he took might be un- 
popular or representative of a minority 
opinion, if the position were a substan- 
tial one, a position which a man of in- 
tegrity could and should espouse. He 
would rise again and again to win 
through to a general acceptance. But 
acceptance or not, he held to his con- 


victions. 
‘He Forged Ahead’ 


These convictions were not academic 
poses. They did not pertain merely to 
theoretical hypotheses. His convictions 
were matters of urgent practical im- 
portance. Far ahead of his fellow 
townsmen he saw the need for a public 
library, a community recreational cen- 
ter, a popular educational forum. He 
forged ahead when others were timid, 
and rallied the higher purposes and the 
better instincts of all who heard the 
call of his leadership. The intellec- 
tual and the practical, the reflective and 
the active were united in the vital bond 
of conviction. 

With it all Dr. McKenzie was a hum- 
ble and humane person. He would 
probably have been embarrassed to hear 
any public accolade at the end of his 
life. His purpose was always to help 
others and not enhance himself. He 
sought the good of others and of the 
social order, not his own reputation. 

But we cannot let him go without 
acknowledging some of the qualities 
which made him great. The full impact 


‘of his life upon those who knew him 


we shall never measure. Some who 
profited may never have the opportu- 
nity to come forward and express their 
indebtedness to him. Only with God 
is their record complete. We can be 
sure that as we make our way to the 
nearby hillside we will be joined by a 
vast company whose saddened thoughts 
will mingle with ours in affection and

Grid Patter 


ITH AN OUTLOOK “bright- 

er now than it was a year 
ago,” the Juniata Indians rolled 
to decisive triumphs over Drexel 
and Kutztown (a substitute for 
Lycoming) in the first two games 
after overcoming “an over-ex- 
tended practice period”’ and then 
battling with the flu. 


Coach Ken Bunn, in his second 
season at Juniata, found at least 
one experienced man at each 
position —17 lettermen in the 
squad of 44. 


Ten linemen, headed by a pair 
of senior regulars, Bernie Mc- 
Quown, tackle, and Bill Schott, 
guard (co-captains, by the way), 
and seven backs were included 
among the holdovers. With such 
a large number of returning grid- 
ders, Coach Ken had to admit that 
the ‘outlook was brighter” then 
when he came on the scene a year 
ago after nearly the entire first 
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team had been graduated follow- 
ing three undefeated seasons. 


In the 47-0 victory over Drexel, . 


Bunn was pleased with the per- 
formance and happy to see the 
team at such a peak after “five 
hard, rough weeks of grinding 
practice.” The coach had been 
concerned that the late opening 
date this season would take some 
of the edge off the players, but 
“obviously, it didn’t.” 

Most everyone was at loss to 
explain the one-sided result with 
Drexel, but the best explanation 
came in the press box: “Those 
Juniata boys play the game like 
they really enjoyed every minute 
of it.’”’ And they do! 

But then the flu bug hit. It 
sent half of Juniata’s squad to 
the infirmary at one time or an- 
other, but it hit opponents even 
harder. Moravian was forced to 
cancel our game at Bethlehem 
Oct. 12: 

Then, the next Saturday (Oct. 
19), Lycoming had to call off its 


long-awaited “homecoming” en- 
counter because of influenza. In 
the Lycos’ date, Mike Snider man- 
aged to schedule Kutztown Teach- 
ers on short notice. 


Actually, there were no ill ef- 
fects shown by Juniata as they 
massacred the “goliath” from 
Kutztown State Teachers College 
in the “Flu Bowl” contest. The 
sling-shot accuracy of Bob 
Schwalenberg’s passing . . the 
speed and precision of Jim Ber- 
rier’s running . and the tre- 
mendous defensive play of “the 
little giants” in the forward wall 
: were apparently too much 
for the Teachers. 


Aiding Schwaly and Jim in the 
backfield are Twin Brother Bill 
Berrier at fullback and Joe Sopata 
at halfback. 


Assistant Coach Charley God- 
lasky was able to form a tough 
line from end to end with a Mc- 
Kees Rocks pair at the terminals, 
Ken Opipery and Harold ‘Moose’ 
Krause; Bernie McQuown and Al 
Dungan at tackles; Bill Schott 
and Ken Fassnacht at guards; 
and Tony Chirico at center. 


Fassnacht, a senior, replaced 
Don Shover in the starting line 
after Shover was forced to with- 
draw with a back injury before 
the season started. Glenn Has- 
singer, senior halfback, and Hor- 
ace Carl, sophomore end, were 
two other lettermen hampered in 
early season by injuries. 

So Coach Bunn was pleased 
that the team did pick up where 
it left off last season which closed 
with five straight victories. 


Cage Card Set 


J UNIATA’S basketball team will 
play a 21-game schedule in- 
cluding 13 games with opponents 
in the newly formed College Divi- 
sion of the Middle Atlantic States 
Collegiate Athletic Conference 
this season. 

Six games will be played with 
Middle Atlantic teams in the 
northern division (to which Juni- 
ata has been assigned) ; six with 
teams in the southern division, 
and one with Bucknell in the uni- 
versity division. 

The Indians will meet two new 
opponents, College of South Jer- 
sey and Wagner, and renew rela- 
tions with Bridgewater and Drex- 
el on the 1957-58 card released 
by P. M. (Mike) Snider, director 
of athletics.

Howard Specht Dies 


pe COLLEGE HILL campus 

was saddened by the sudden 
death of a 19-year-old sophomore, 
Howard R. Specht of Millvale, 
suburban Pittsburgh, on Satur- 
day, October 12, 1957. 


Young Specht, a reserve guard 
on the football squad, was found 
dead in his room in Saylor House. 
He had been ill for several days 
with the influenza-type illness 
that hit more than 200 students, 
but he had been released from 
the college infirmary at noon, 
seven hours before his death. 

An autopsy, performed by Dr. 
Harry M. McCormick, pathologist 
at the J. C. Blair Memorial Hos- 
pital, showed that the youth’s 
death was not connected with the 
respiratory illness. 

Dr. McCormick’s findings in the 
examination showed that Specht’s 
death was caused by acute en- 
largement of the heart following 
collapse of both lungs. The col- 
lapse resulted from a sudden rup- 
ture of the surface of the lungs 
because of “congential or un- 
known causes.” 


Hence, the pathologist stated 
that it was “extremely unlikely” 
that Specht’s death was related 
to the respiratory illness or to any 
athletic injury. The cause of his 
death is not common, but it is 
one of the known causes for sud- 
den death among youths.

HOWARD R. SPECHT ’60 
Lung Collapse Fatal 


Mr. and Mrs. Howard H. Specht, 
226 Meade St., Millvale. He had 
always been in good health. He 
was born August 16, 19388, at 
Rossiter, and was graduated from 
Millvale High School in June, 
1956. 

College officials reported that 
Specht was ‘‘above average’’ 
scholastically. Football Coach Ken 
Bunn had nothing but the high- 
est praise for him. Specht played 
for Juniata against Drexel at 
Philadelphia in Saturday, Oct. 5, 
in the opening game. 

After his illness, which had 
been described as “a mild case 
of the flu,” Specht returned to his 
room watched a football 
game on television during the 
afternoon talked to his 
parents on the phone ... and 
was reported to be in “fine spirit” 
several hours before the fatal 
attack. 

Six college students, including 
Co-captains Bernie McQuown and 
Bill Schott of the football team, 
served as pallbearers at the fu- 
neral services. 

Specht’s death was the first at 
Juniata since May 14, 1942, when 
W. Stanford Mickle drowned at 
the Raystown Dam.

Wea LIEBIG, JR., presi- 
dent and treasurer of the 
Meadox Weaving Company, a sub- 
sidiary of the Dormeyer Corpora- 
tion of New Jersey, has played a 
key role in the development and 
production of a woven tubing 
material used to replace blood 
vessels anywhere in the body. 

The dacron tube is used espe- 
cially for people suffering from 
arterioscleroses. Liebig did the 
research work for the tubes which 
are now being distributed by 
Ethicon through Johnson and 
Johnson. 

Mr. Liebig, who was a pre- 
medical student at Juniata prior 
to the war (1941-43) and for one 
semester in the spring of 1945-46, 
continued his studies at the Phila- 
delphia School of Textiles. 

In addition to his work with 
the Meadox Co., Liebig is consul- 
tant for the Eastern States Divi- 
sion of Webcor, Inc., Canfield, 
Inc.; and the Dial Manufacturing 
Co., all of Chicago. 

He married Janet Leister, 
whose father (known to all as 
‘Beany’) has been the mail car- 
rier at Juniata College for many 
years. The Liebigs live in Har- 
rington Park, N. J. and the weav- 
ing company is located at Hale- 
don, N. J. 


Swigart Museum 


6 Vestas OPENING of the Swigart 
Antique Car Museum on Au- 
gust 3 marked another big event 
in the 50 year history of Swigart 
Associates, one of Huntingdon’s 
best-known business firms. 

The Museum, located on Route 
22 east of Huntingdon, includes 
36 automobiles of the large Swi- 
gart collection which is designed 
to trace the development of the 
‘horseless carriage’ through the 
years. The oldest cars in the col- 
lection are a 1903 Crestmobile and 
a 1903 Oldsmobile. 

The first car of the collection
